An MBA graduate and one-time 
bond trader, Kiran Ahluwalia gave 
up a predictable path to the 
suburbs 13 years ago in order 

to pursue a passion for music as 
deep and enduring as the culture 
from which she springs. Born in 
India, Ahluwalia moved to 
Toronto at nine. Growing up 

in the city, she was greatly 
influenced by the swelling poetry 
and lilting voices of traditional 
singers heard in the homes of 
Indian neighbours. 


In 1990, she quit her job at a 
credit union and returned to 
India to study music full time. 
After classical training in Bombay, 
she went to Hyderabad, where 
she found Vithal Rao, one of the 
last living court musicians to the 
King of Hyderabad and a link to 
the centuries-old ghazal tradition. 
Ghazals, love poetry put to music 
(literally meaning “to talk to 
women”), originated in 10th 
century Persia and were 
introduced to India and Pakistan 
about 400 years later. Ahluwalia 
studied under Rao, honing her 
craft and appreciation for the 
ancient song form. She also 
travelled through villages in 


Punjab, absorbing the faster 
rhythms and stylings of the 
Punjabi folk tradition. 


Her 2001 debut, Kashish: 
Attraction, was deemed “sublime 
and exquisite” by the Toronto Sun. 
In an age where Indian pop 
swells with synthesizers and 
sound loops, Ahluwalia not 

only celebrates her roots but 
grows them through her own 
compositions. LG

The Arrogant Worms

With fantastic stage presence, 
brilliant lyrics, rapier wit and tight 
harmonies, The Arrogant Worms 
are Canada’s best-known musical 
comedy trio. From humble 
beginnings on campus radio 

in Kingston, the self-proclaimed 
“clowned princes of humour, 
purveyors of the absurd and 
ambassadors of fun,” have taken 
their act from Saint John to 
Victoria and Orlando to Prince 
Rupert. 


Band members—Trevor Strong, 
Chris Patterson and Mike 
McCormick—cover a wide range 
of subjects in their songs, from 
typical small town Ontario 

to spoofs of “boy groups” 

to a tongue-in-cheek Celine Dion 
tribute. Along with their musical 
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The Arrogant Worms 
satire rooted in folk and acoustic 
rock, they sprinkle doses of Celtic, 
country, reggae, bluegrass, pop 
and even gospel. 


The group has released seven 
independent CDs: Russell’s Shorts 
(1994), C’est Cheese (1995), 

Live Bait (1997), Christmas Turkey 
(1997), Dirt! (1999), Idiot Road 
(2001) and Semi-Conducted— 
recorded with the Edmonton 
Symphony (2003)—since their 
self-titled debut album in ’92. 


The Worms also have three videos 
under their belts and are regulars 
on the internationally syndicated 
Dr. Demento Show. They continue 
to be CBC Radio darlings, 


but their music now pops up on 
commercial radio and TV and is 
featured on the new Comedy 
Channel. 


Touring extensively, the trio has 


performed at such acclaimed 
venues as the Lincoln Center’s 
Out of Door’s Festival in New 
York City, the Disney Institute 
in Orlando, Florida, and on 
Parliament Hill, before some 
100,000 Canada Day revelers. RK

Guinea 


A Catholic monastery in the 
French city of Angouleme is a 
strange place to start a new 
chapter, especially for 12 Muslim 
musicians. But there it is. 
Sometimes you can’t decide 
where you start anew, and for 
Bembeya Jazz, one of Africa’s 
greatest bands (which makes it 
one of the world’s greatest bands), 
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Angouleme was where the group 
recorded its first album in over 
14 years. 


Bembeya Jazz started in Guinea 
in 1961. With their signature 
four-guitar section led by Seku 
Bembeya Diabete (aka Diamond 
Fingers), strong vocal harmonies 
and Cuban influenced groove, 
they ruled the country during its 
golden age of music in the *60s 
and ’70s. In those days, bands in 
Guinea were funded by the state, 
sometimes even given their own 
nightclubs in which to ply their 
wares (rather like Branson 
Missouri, but with cooler music). 


Tragedy struck the band with the 
death of star singer Aboubacar 
Demba Camara in 1971. State 
subsidies to cultural activities also 
declined. Though Bembeya Jazz 
performed up to 1991, it seemed 
to have lost the magic. For a time, 
Diamond Fingers recorded solo 
albums, while many of the 
musicians took other jobs. 


“The band was not broken up,” 
explains Diamond Fingers. 
“But in life, there are ups and 
downs, good moments and bad 
moments. So you wait. We were 
waiting.” 


Sure enough, Bembeya Jazz 
reunited in 2000 to celebrate 
the 100th anniversary of Samory 
Toure, the West African king 
who fought against the colonial 


French. This blistering 
performance led to dates in 
Europe and then, in 2002, 
to sleeping in a Catholic 
monastery while recording 
a comeback album. 


“The authenticity, spirit, groove 
and singular creativity of this 
powerhouse group remains fully 
intact,” wrote one critic. “The 
golden age of West African dance 
bands is back.” The return of 
Bembeya Jazz has fans of African 
music dancing in the aisles. wA

Chameleon or comedian, it’s 
hard to know which smock best 
fits Dan Bernstein, better known 
as Dan Bern. During the 1999 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival, 
the irreverent singersongwriter 
led his fans to an adjacent stage 
to hear Loudon Wainwright III 
play a song. Then, pied-piper-like, 
he led them all back again, proof 
positive anything can happen at 
a Bern show. 


Born in Iowa and steeped in 
California, Bern is the petulant 
stepson in the folk music family. 
He doesn’t sound like anyone 
else, but he still has a seat at the 
table near renegades such as 

Ani DiFranco and Bob Wiseman.

With five albums and a pair of 
EPs to his name, Bern brings 
novelty and sincerity to both 

his lyrics and music. Nothing is 
sacred to him or to his band, not 
the International Jewish Banking 
Conspiracy, not his lovers, not 
God, not Bruce Springsteen, 
Tiger Woods or Madonna. His 
music pays tribute to artists such 
as Elvis Costello and Bob Dylan, 
but much of it is just Bern 
weaving odd lyrical tapestries 
from the loose threads of 
religion, Hollywood, sex, sports 
and other cultural remnants. 


His new album, Fleeting Days, 
moves beyond the simpler 
melodies of the past and into 
more elaborate arrangement and 
production. In his quest to reach 
into the mud of modern chaos 
and pull out something real, 
Bern succeeds in making us 
laugh and think. LG

With buttery-smooth vocals 

and an engaging earthy style, 
accomplished finger-style guitarist 
Eric Bibb has been around the 
world and back—paying his dues, 
absorbing musical influences and 
carving out a niche for himself 

in the acoustic blues scene. 


Embracing the sound and spirit 
of musical heroes such as 
Mississippi John Hurt and 

Taj Mahal, Bibb’s early influences 
can be traced to his childhood 

in New York City. The son of folk 
singer and activist Leon Bibb and 
the nephew of world famous jazz 
pianist and composer John Lewis 
of The Modern Jazz Quartet, the 
young Bibb was exposed to major 
musical influences of the day, 
including Odetta, Bob Dylan and 
his godfather, Paul Robeson. 


Based in Stockholm, Bibb’s first 
signing was to BMG Sweden as 

a writer in the early ’80s. He later 
signed to the independent 
Swedish label Opus 3, producing 
several albums that helped place 
him in the international spotlight. 
His first big break, however, came 
in 1996 at the London Blues 
Festival, which he took by storm. 
Bibb has since recorded five solo 
CDs: Me To You (1997), Good Stuff 
(1998), Spirit and the Blues (1999), 
Home to Me (2000) and Painting 
Signs (2001)—the latter four 
released in the U.S. by California’s 
Earthbeat Records. 


Bibb’s efforts have been 
recognized with a Blues Silver Star 
and W.C. Handy Award 
nominations. His other 
accomplishments include the 
Grammy-nominated children’s 
album Shakin’ A Tailfeather (1997), 
with Linda Tillery and 

Taj Mahal, and the single “Hope 
in a Hopeless World,” released to 
benefit the Red Cross following 
the 9-11 terrorist attacks. RK

Combining the talents of three 
exceptional Canadian artists— 
Colin Linden, Stephen Fearing

The band was born when Linden 
and Fearing decided to record 
the songs of one of Canada’s 
unsung musical talents—Willie P.

Bennett. The group even takes 
its name from a familiar Bennett 
album and song title. 


Linden’s blues tradition, 
Fearing’s folk influences and 
Wilson’s rock sensibilities and 
country leanings found common 
ground in what Linden calls 
“roots music.” After critical 
acclaim, cross-country tour dates 
and a Juno nomination for their 
debut album, High Or Hurtin? 
(1996), the members of the trio 
returned to their respective 
careers, yet continued to cross 
paths. Fearing’s celebrated 
Industrial Lullaby was produced 
by Linden; Fearing and Wilson 
appeared on Linden’s Raised by 
Wolves, and Linden toured with 
Junkhouse and garnered a 


Grammy nomination for his work 


on A Tribute To Howling Wolf. 


The group’s follow-up album, 
Kings of Love (1999), won the 
2000 Juno for Best Roots Album 


by a Group and is an eclectic mix 


of folk, rock, ballads and 
instrumentals. The double CD 
(that sells for the price of a 
single) features a mix of original 
material along with covers of 
songs by artists such as Bruce 
Cockburn, Murray McLauchlan 


and (of course) Willie P. Bennett. 


The band’s highly anticipated 
June 2003 release, BARK, 
includes 12 original tunes. RK

It takes guts for a bluegrass band 
to release an album of totally 
original material. Tradition is 
such an important part of the 
bluegrass genre that some might 
consider the phrase “original 
bluegrass” an oxymoron. 


But Blue Highway (Jason 
Burleson, Rob Ickes, Shawn 
Lane, Tim Stafford and Wayne 
Taylor) wasn’t afraid. Songwriting 
had always been key to the band’s 
success, so with their latest album, 
Stall Climbing Mountains, they 
decided to take bluegrass to 
where it’s rarely been: a complete 
album of original tunes.

“I think doing an all-original 
record, that’s a big plus,” explains 
bassist Wayne ‘Taylor. “Because 
nobody can go back and say “Well 
that sounds good, but Lester and 
Earl’s version sounded better.’ 
There’s none of that.” 


Despite their willingness to push 
the bluegrass envelope (they 
recorded their version of Man of 
Constant Sorrow two years before 
the movie), Blue Highway isn’t 
one of those “newgrass” bands 
that uses tradition to move 
members’ individual careers 
forward but forgets where it all 
came from. 


Individual band members have 
played with some of bluegrass’s 
biggest stars: Dolly Parton, 

Alison Krauss, Ricky Skaggs, 
Doyle Lawson, Patty Loveless and 
many others. And members Taylor 
and Stafford both won fan choice 
awards from the Society for the 
Preservation of Bluegrass Music. 
And even though it’s completely 
original, Szill Climbing Mountains is 
full of integrity and traditional

influences. Blue Highway has the 
best of both worlds, plays music 
in a highly traditional genre, 

but is a pioneer leading the way

Is it possible to merge the music 
of George Jones, Gram Parsons, 
the Velvet Underground, the 
Beatles and Elvis? Apparently so. 
Critics have used these names 





and more to describe the 
Toronto-based, post-modern, 
honky-tonk stew cooked up by 
long time friends Dan Kershaw 
and David Pedliham. The latest 
recipe includes bassist John 
Switzer, who played with Jane 
Siberry; drummer John Adames, 
of Prairie Oyster; and the pedal 
steel of Luther Wright’s Burke 
Carroll. In the past few years, 
the boys have been leaning into 
one microphone, bluegrass style, 
as The Brothers Cosmoline. 


The Brothers Cosmoline released 
its debut recording, Songs of Work 
& Freedom, in October 2001, and 
Canadian Musician called it, 

“a warm and wonderful waltz 
through broken-hearted laments, 
late-night longings and vistas of 
escape from clock-punched lives.” 
The title comes from a collection 
of folk songs compiled by Edith 
Fowke and Joe Glazer and 
released by Folkways Records in 
1960. It’s Kershaw’s nod to the 
folk tradition that continues to 
shape his songwriting—alongside 
Toronto’s urban 9-to-5 lasso, 
which ties folks up but gives them 
a thrilling spin once in a while too. 


Last year, Kershaw won the 
Ontario Council of Folk Festivals’ 
annual “Songs From the Heart” 
songwriting contest. Perhaps it’s 
the way his eye turns fleeting 
details into lasting lyrics. Perhaps 
it’s his unpretentious delivery. 

No matter. Marry the rodeo poet 
with the masterful underpinnings 
of sound musicianship, and you 


get something old and something 
new, something borrowed and 
something blue. LG

Pieta Brown has moved a lot in 
her life, shuffling back and forth 
between her parents as they struck 
out to make their separate lives. 
Her mother became a doctor and 
her father, singer Greg Brown, 
became a fixture on Garrison 
Keillor’s A Prairie Home Companion 
for National Public Radio. 


After graduating from high 
school, Pieta Brown continued 
her wandering ways, living in the 
southern United States, Chile, 
Mexico, Canada, New York City, 
and Arizona. But there’s been 
one constant in Pieta Brown’s life 
and that is music. “Music was 
always an essential part of my 
life,” she says. “It was my church. 
I feel like I’ve always been singing 
and writing songs.” 


With the release of her debut 
album in 2002, Brown has shown 
that her years on the road have 
given her a unique vision and 
style. Her music is earthy yet 
spiritual, deceptively simple but 
powered by a captivating and 
characteristic voice. Her second 
album, J Never Told, will be 
released in 2003. 


Helping Brown with her 
recordings and her live shows is 
trusted family friend Bo Ramsey, 
also a well-respected producer and 
guitarist. Ramsay, whose taste and 
impeccable sense of timing make 
the perfect accompaniment to 
Brown’s extraordinary music, has 
played and produced her father’s 
music for the past decade and has 
spent time as a sideman with 
Lucinda Williams.

Solomon Burke

The King of Rock and Soul, 
Solomon Burke, has, over his 
40-year career, sold 17 million 
records, shared the stage with the 
Rolling Stones, been summoned 
by presidents and popes, served— 
and still does—as bishop in the 
House of God for All People.

And somewhere in the midst of 
show business, he managed to 
raise a team of 21 children. He 
once described his theology by 
saying he “kind of got stuck at the 
‘Be fruitful and multiply’ part.” 


Atlantic Records’ 1960s hit maker 
Jerry Wexler called Burke “the 
greatest soul singer of them all.” 
The Rock ’n’ Roll Hall of Famer, 
known for such hits as “Cry to 
Me” and “Everybody Needs 
Somebody to Love,” was born in 
Philadelphia and, by age 7, had 
already earned the rank of “boy 
wonder preacher.” While still a 
teenager, he made his first gospel 
records and, at 24, signed on to 
Atlantic Records along with 
another young gospel smash, 
Aretha Franklin. 


Last summer Burke released 
Don't Give Up on Me, a Grammy 
award-winning collection of live- 
offthe-floor, true-blue soul 
written by a cast of high-calibre 
fans, including Van Morrison, 
Tom Waits, Joe Henry (the CD’s 
producer), Elvis Costello and 
Bob Dylan, whose song features 
Daniel Lanois on guitar. All the 
songs were written specifically for 
Burke or never recorded by the 
authors. 


In fact, Joe Henry said he didn’t 
want to make a retro, phony 
record. He apparently 
succeeded. Critics say it is a 
living tribute of simple 
arrangements that accentuates 
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Burke’s rich, soulful voice. Learn 
why he’s influenced everyone 
from Dylan to Bruce 
Springsteen. LG

Weaving together touches of 
country, rock, pop and folk, 
Caitlin Cary is basking in 
applause for her solo work and 
demonstrating talents 
sometimes overlooked in her 
male-dominated former band, 
Whiskeytown—which called it 
quits in 2000. During the band’s 
run, Cary’s pure harmonies and 
accomplished fiddle playing 
lent a calming presence to 
frontman Ryan Adams; she was 
often described as the Emmylou 
Harris to Adams’ latter day 
Gram Parsons. 


Since opting for a solo career, 
Cary has released the EP Walizie 
(2000), described as a stripped- 
down, folky affair that includes a

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stirring take on Richard 
Thompson’s “Withered and 
Died.” Her fulllength debut 
While You Weren’t Looking (2002) 
is being praised in the industry 
as “the best recording yet to 
surface from the remnants of 
Whiskeytown.” Jangle pop legend 
Chris Stamey produced and 
Whiskeytown alumni Mike Daly 
and Skillet Gilmore (Cary’s 
husband) helped out. Three 
tracks were also co-written 

by Adams, who did a vocal turn 
on the four-song bonus disc. 


With bouquets of accolades and 
a world tour opening for idol 
Lyle Lovett, Cary hasn’t kicked 
back and rested on her laurels. 
Her sophomore effort, /’m Staying 
Out (2003), is described by the 
artist as “a big colourful record.” 
Working with Mary Chapin 
Carpenter, Black Crowes’ Audley 
Freed and a string of other 
musicians, she creates a meld 

of fiddle, guitar, keyboards, 
accordion and rich harmonies. 


“Cary’s gorgeous vocals serve 

as the unifying force,” explains 

one reviewer. “Majestic and 

melancholy, honey and hickory 
. like a comforting shoulder to 

the brokenhearted, easing them 

through love’s tough times.”

She 
quit without finishing when she 
formed Solas, with Seamus Egan, 
Winifred Horan, John Doyle and 
John Williams. In less than four 
years, Solas was at its peak, but 
Casey found the touring schedule 
too hectic and quit. 


In 1997, she released Songlines, 
her first solo album, and has 
never looked back. She likes to 
explore the boundaries of Irish 
music. Completely versed in the 
genre’s subtleties and able to sing 
various selections in Gaelic, she is 
also comfortable transforming 
jazz classics, such as Billie 
Holiday’s “Strange Fruit”, into 
chilling Irish ballads. 


Fans of Irish music or fans of music 
in general are hard-pressed to find 
anything more fulfilling than 

a performance by Karan Casey. WA

Like many Cape Breton groups, 
The Cottars play a variety of 
Celtic style instruments, sing 
incredible songs, step dance like 
the dickens and have a wry sense 
of humour. They take their 
musical lineage seriously, but put 
their own special brand on 
traditional arrangements. 

Even more remarkable about 
The Cottars is that if you added 
up their ages, you'd still get 

a number that’s younger than 

a lot of us. 


The Cottars are young, the elder 
statesman of the group being 
16-year-old guitarist and 
humourist Jimmy Mackenzie. 
Rounding out the band 

are Jimmy’s younger sister 
Roseanne MacKenzie, a 13-year- 
old fiddle prodigy; singer Fiona 
MacGillivray, a 14 year old gifted 
beyond her years; and 15-year- 
old pianist Ciaran MacGillivray. 
The four play a medley of other 
instruments—guitars, harp, tin 
whistle, bohdran—tell stories 
and recite poetry as well. 


Young as The Cottars are, this is 
no kiddy act. Their debut album, 
Made in Cape Breton, was 
produced by John McDermott, 
and they’ve performed at 
summer festivals throughout 
North America and in front of 
the Governor General. “They 
aren't merely good for their age, 
they are an unusually expressive 
band, period,” writes the Boston 
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Globe. “The Cottars, children who 
sing and play traditional music 
with astonishing skill, turned the 
ear of anyone lucky enough to 
catch their beautiful music.” wa

“Fallen Down Blue,” and then

unleashes for rocking numbers 
such as “Better Off as We Are” 
and “Til lam Myself Again.” 


He is the pop music foil to Greg 
Keelor’s trippy electric rock, the 
clean cut urban cowboy whose 
songs either make you weep or 
get you dancing. 


Five years ago, Cuddy released a 
solo CD, All In Time, the product 
of a fruitful songwriting blitz and 
an itch to try recording on his 
own. With no deadline and a 
steady stream of talented friends 


frequenting his studio, All In Time 
came out with the positive vibe of 
a man freed from constraints. 
Core members of the Jim Cuddy 
Band are Gavin Brown on drums, 
Colin Cripps on guitar and Blue 
Rodeo’s Bazil Donovan on bass. 
They are joined at times (on the 
CD) by Wilco’s Jeff Tweedy and Jay 
Bennett, Sarah Harmer, Michelle 
McAdorey and Melanie Doane. 
Think Blue Rodeo with fiddles 
and banjos.

With its combination of virtuosic 
instrumentation, high-energy 
arrangements and ultra-sweet 
vocals, Dervish is one of Ireland’s 
most exciting traditional bands.

moniker that connotes a group of 
poor but spiritual people who are 
enraptured by music—it went on 
to release Harmony Hill (1993). 
This highly acclaimed album 
established Dervish as a major 


force in traditional Irish music. 

It also opened the door to media 
exposure and international 
touring opportunities. The 
group’s follow-up CD, Playing 
With Fire (1995), reached number 
one on the Irish Folk Music 
Charts, and At The End Of The Day 
(1996) won the Hot Press 
Traditional/Folk Album of the 
Year. The double recording 

Live in Palma (1997) captures the 
magic of a Dervish performance. 
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In the late ’90s, fans saw another 
slight reshuffle in the ranks 

of Dervish with the departure 

of McAleer and the addition 

of Seamus O’Dowd and 

Tom Morrow—expanding 
Dervish into a seven-piece band. 
This new dimension is heard 

on Midsummer's Night (1999). 
“Dervish delivers a seamless set 
of songs and jigs that interweave 
elements of traditional and 
modern Celtic music,” says one 
critic.

Lucky Dube z 
South Africa 


Born Ermelo Dube, Lucky Dube 
is one of South Africa’s—and 
possibly Africa’s—best-selling 
artists and one of its most 
outspoken performers. Although 
he initially sang in the traditional 
Zulu Mbaqanga style, Dube was 
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Lucky Dube 


inspired by the lyrics of Bob 
Marley and Peter Tosh to move 
to reggae in 1984. This allowed 
him to express his anger against 
the oppression of apartheid. 


However, his earliest attempts 
with this newly-adopted style were 
met by strong opposition from 
the then all-white South African 
government. His first reggae 
album, Rasta Never Die, was 
banned from radio airplay. 


Dube’s musical talents were 
obvious from an early age. By the 
age of nine, he was conducting 
his school choir. After singing 
with school rock and roll bands, 
he joined his cousin’s Mbaqanga 
band The Love Brothers. With 
this group he recorded his hit 
Rasta Never Die. 


While the album was banned, 
Dube re-entered the recording 
studio without notifying his 
record label and cut a second 
reggae album, Think About The 
Children. The album also became 
a major hit and achieved gold 
record status. SA

It rhymes with “trucks” and 
sometimes the band sounds like 
a fleet of them, speeding fast in 
the straight-aways and screeching 
into the corners on two wheels 
with pots and pans flying out the 
back. Banjo maestro Leonard 
Podolak, the well-known 


Winnipeg folk scene-ster formerly 
of Scruj MacDuhk, pulled 
together heaps of talent about 
two years ago to form this 
acoustic folk fusion group. 


With Victoria’s furious fiddler 
Tania Elizabeth, Jordan 
McConnell on guitar and banjo 
(he actually makes great guitars 
too), Jessee Havey on vocals and 
Scott Senior on a variety of skins, 
The Duhks will get you moving 
with all shapes of Canadian folk 
music—from Celtic reels and 
French-Canadian inspired 
melodies to Appalachian jigs. 


Nominated for a 2003 Juno for 
Best Group Roots and Traditional 
Album for their debut CD, Your 
Daughters and Your Sons, The 
Duhks (Unflappicus 
Notyournormalduhkus-if you 
want to get technical) are like a 
swelling wave that hasn’t quite 
crested yet. Young, vibrant and 
skilled beyond their years, they 
play as if they've been connected 
at the elbow for years. 


Podolak comes from solid stock. 
His father, Mitch Podolak, 
founded the Winnipeg Folk 
Festival. According to media 
clippings, he grew up with some 
of the premier folk musicians of 
the day crashing at his parents’ 
house. That early musical 
marinade has produced some 
tasty talent. LG

Her songs have the penetrating 
lyrics and abiding melodies of 

an accomplished sage, but the 
Ottawa-born singer-songwriter 

is just 24 years old. She has many 
songs to her name, however, so it’s 
no wonder critics are tripping over 
each other to predict a long and 
distinguished career for Kathleen 
Edwards. 


This spring, with a little help from 
Rolling Stone, which called her one 
of the top 10 artists to watch for 

in 2003, Edwards dazzled the alt- 
country-saturated Austin crowds 
at South by Southwest. She played 
three capacity shows and charmed 
the international media. Times of 
London pop critic Nigel Williamson 
gave her Juno-nominated debut 
CD, Failer, a four-star rating in the 
British music magazine Uncut and 
said she was one of the best acts 
he’d seen at SXSW. 
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Before swinging back to the 
North American festival circuit 
this summer, Edwards was slated 
to tour the U.S., spending a week 
with Richard Buckner, then to 
play some European gigs. 


With a voice halfway between 

Neil Young and Sarah Harmer, 
Edwards tells us of compromise 
and dignity, “bad debts and dirty 
laundry,” getting high and getting 
sober, love for now and then it’s 
over. As Williamson says, “It’s 
proper grown-up music.” Pair up 
those yearning vocals with a host 
of talent, including Jim Bryson on 
guitar, Dave Draves on keyboards, 
Kevin McCarragher on bass and 
some guests blowing horns and 
pulling pedal steel, and it’s sure to 
linger. LG

By using this simple household 
tool in his own unique manner, 
David Essig has become one of the 
most respected slide guitarists in 
Canada and around the world. 


It was only 30 years ago that 
David Essig was introduced as 

a “talented newcomer” at the 
Mariposa Folk Festival in Orillia, 
Ontario. In that time, and nine 
albums later, Essig has shown 
that he’s not only an amazing 
guitarist, but also an innovative 
songwriter who crosses the 
borders between musical genres 
with seamless ease.

“Songwriting is one of the most 
challenging forms of literature,” 
he once said. “Because you have 
to do it in time to the music, 

you have to do it with the music, 
and you have to deal with the fact 
that, much like radio, it only 
goes by once. That’s the great 
advantage of a chorus; [people] 
hear it three or four times. But in 
a complicated song, you have to 
deal with the fact they’re only 
going to hear it once. [So] every 
word has to be trenchant; it has 
to grab them right from the 
beginning.” 


He’s been called blues player, 
country picker, transcendent 
cowboy, bluegrass, gospel, avant- 
garde and innovator—and not 
just with music. Essig was one of 
the first Canadian musicians to 
establish his own artist-run record 
company and became the first 
Canadian artist to sign with 
famed Italian record label 
Appaloosa/IRD. 


As one critic wrote: “Few can 
match the peerless technique, 
passion and polish demonstrated 
by singer-songwriterslide guitarist 
David Essig.” wa

Unbridled. Intense. Energizing. 


These are three words critics 
have repeatedly used to describe 
performances by singer and 
songwriter Melissa Ferrick. 

She doesn’t just play her acoustic 
guitar; she attacks it. She doesn’t 
just sing; she lets loose with 
cathartic energy. 


“Playing live is what keeps me 
alive, is the thing that drives me, 
and moves me to continue to 
write,” the Boston-based musician 
once said. “It inspires me. I love 
to kind of feel like I have to win 
an audience over—you know 
what I mean? It’s like a challenge, 
every night. And it’s a different 
show every night. I never play the 
same song the same way twice.” 


It was this intensity that got 
Ferrick, a complete unknown at 
the time, the opening spot on 
Morrissey’s 1991 UK Tour and 
then, for a brief period, a career 
as a major label artist with 
Atlantic Records. Two albums 
later, she was dropped. After a bit 
of soul searching, she started on 


another career path: indie rock 
goddess. Ironically, her success as 
an indie artist far surpasses 
anything that happened while 
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Melissa Ferrick 


she was on a major label. She’s 
released seven discs, almost one 
every year, and half of them on her 
own label, Right On Records. She 
tours constantly, more than 250 
shows a year, drawing enthusiastic 
crowds. Her fan base is extremely 
dedicated, some of them so much 
so they call themselves 
“Ferrickheads.” 


“I think the core has to be the 
music,” she says. “It sounds really 
cheesy, but that has to be enough ... 
and all this industry crap is crap.” WA

It is a sign of the calibre of this 
festival that the group of individual 
musicians gathered here to back 


headline artists travelling without 
bands could perform anywhere. 
All are fine musicians, and several 
have fronted their own groups. 
But for this weekend every year, 
they return as The Festival House 
Band. 


Amos Garrett is back from his 
sabbatical and English tour. 
However, he needs no re- 
introduction. His guitar has been 
heard on more than a few hit 
albums, and he’s toured with a 
stellar collection of performers, 
such as Paul Butterfield, Stevie 
Wonder, Bonnie Raitt, Long John 
Baldry, Emmylou Harris and 
Maria Muldaur. 


Rusty Reed, one of Canada’s 
premier harmonica players, has 
led his own band and performed 
with such blues greats as 
Sunnyland Slim, Yank Rachell, 
Spencer Davis, Otis Rush, Long 
John Baldry and many more. 
He’s received two ARIA awards: 
Best Blues, R & B and Soul, and 
Best Instrumentalist. His 1999 
album, Here on Earth, got him 
nominated by the Toronto Blues 
Society as best harmonica player. 


Over the past 20 years, Dave 
Babcock has earned his solid 
reputation as one of Edmonton’s 
finest musicians. A first-rate 
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saxophonist and session man, 
Babcock has played with blues 
legends Albert Collins, Taj Mahal, 
Jay McShann and Duke Robillard, 
as well as with Canadian artists 
Long John Baldry and Colin 
James. He’s currently leading the 
GulfCoast-style group Fat Tuesday 
as well as a 60s retro act, The Kit 
Kat Club, and he fronts his own 
swingin’ solo project. 


Ron Casat makes the annual trip 
up north from Calgary and 
brings his keyboards with him. 
He’s a singer-songwriter in his 
own right, as well as being part of 
the EH Team and the swing-jazz 
band the Cold Club of Canada. 


From the roots-rock of David 
Wilcox and Big Sugar through 
the pop of Wild Strawberries and 
Chris de Burgh to the softer 
sounds of folk legends Kate and 
Anna McGarrigle and Murray 
McLauchlan, Kit Johnson has 
toured and recorded with 
performers across the spectrum 
of Canadian roots music. A savvy 
veteran, he offers solid, no- 
nonsense groove and tone, and 
makes it look like effortless fun. 


Michelle Josef, present-day 
incarnation of Bohdan Hluszko, 
both a newcomer and an old 
friend is known for the sparkle in 
her eye, bite in her humour and 
passion in her playing. Michelle 
brings a unique perspective on 
life as well as a wealth of musical 
experience, after playing with the 
likes of Etta James, David Wilcox, 
Sharon, Lois & Bram, Wild 
Strawberries, Jann Arden and 
Prairie Oyster. 


Rosie Flores & Terry 
Clarke 

United States/UK 

There’s an old music joke that 
when punk rockers start to age, 
they turn to country music to 
soothe their battered souls. That’s 
why we’ve seen a huge rise in the 
popularity of a genre called alt- 
country. But San Antonio native 


Rosie Flores has been playing her 
version of alt-country for so long 
people had no idea what to call 
her music back when she began. 
“Cowpunk” was one suggestion, 
but that’s too simple to describe 
her unique style. 


Honky-tonk, rockabilly, new 
traditional country, western 
swing, alternative roots, jazz- 
flavoured, Mexican American 
cowboy also describe Flores or 
her music. At 12, she moved to 
Southern California and was 
exposed to a variety of musical 
styles: surf, blues, country rock 
and, yes, punk. Bolstered by her 
taste for traditional country and 
her Mexican American heritage, 
Flores blew onto the music scene 
in 1980 with Rosie and the 
Screamers, a group that first 
featured her trademark lead 
guitar. But it was her work in the 
cowpunk cult band the Screamin’ 
Sirens that brought her national 
attention. Later, she became part 
of the “New Traditionalists” 
movement—with the likes of 
Steve Earle, k. d. lang, Lyle Lovett 
and Dwight Yoakam—sweeping 
through country music. 

Now living in Austin, Flores 

is considered a pioneer in 
alt-country, with seven solo discs 
under her belt along with 
appearances on Austin City 
Limits and Conan O’Brien, and 
profiles and reviews in People and 
Entertainment Weekly. The latter 
writes: “Flores can always be 
counted on to deliver a set 
brimming with originality.” 


Appearing with Flores is 

Terry Clarke, whose songs and 
recordings range from the 
country, Tex-Mex sounds of his 
debut album, Call Up A Hurricane 
(1988), to the fusion of melodic 
Irish ballad style with southern 
blues on his most recent CD, 
Green Voodoo. His inspirations are 
also diverse: everything from his 
Irish roots to nature poetry to 
Roy Orbison classics to the 
history of his hometown of 
Reading, in Berkshire, England. 
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Terry Clarke & Rosie Flores 


Not being limited to any 
particular genre also means 
Clarke has lots of chances to 
collaborate. Flores is one of many 
on an eclectic list of performers 
who have recently recorded his 
compositions.

Roy Forbes 


British Columbia 


Like Shania Twain, Roy Forbes 
was born in the year of the snake, 
but the Dawson Creek native is 
more likely to show you his heart 
than his belly button. The Toronto 
Star has called him “one of 

the truest troubadours in the 
Canadian mosaic.” Victoria’s 
Times-Colonist goes further, 
dubbing him “a Canadian hero.” 
That’s the kind of praise earned 
only after decades on the road. 


It’s been nearly 30 years since 

Forbes released his first of eight 
albums, Kid Full of Dreams. Back 
then he was only 22 and known

as Bim, a nickname he earned 
for being the only boy among 
six sisters. He started playing 
guitar at 14 and, four years later, 
hitched a ride to Vancouver, 
where he now resides. 


Considered one of the most 
eloquent songwriters of his 
generation, Forbes, who reverted 
to his own name in 1987, brings 
a real sense of Canada to his folk, 
blues and country songs. 

He’s spent most of his career as 

a soloist but frequently plays with 
UHE, a side project with guitarist 
Bill Henderson (formerly of 
Chilliwack) and Shari Ulrich 

on fiddle and mandolin. 


Forbes was last in Edmonton for 
a songwriters’ tour in May 2002. 
A memorable songwriters’ circle 
also happened here at the festival 
five years ago, when he hosted 

a workshop with Billy Bragg, 
Arlo Guthrie and Ramblin’ 

Jack Elliott—a real gathering 

of giants. LG

Quebec 

Singer-songwriter David Francey 
used to work as an itinerant 
carpenter. Perhaps this 
experience inspires his working 
class themes. Most of his songs 
are about work and loss of work, 
life and lost ways of life. His 
protagonists run the gamut from 
truck driver, steelworker, sailor to 
farmer. 


Born in Scotland, Francey and 
his family immigrated to 
Canada when he was a preteen. 
As a young man he was 
interested in politics and world 
events, developing the social 
conscience that forms the 
backdrop for his songs. 

His understanding of the 
“common man” also grew 
through his travels—he 
hitchhiked across Canada and 
spent time in the Yukon before 
settling in Quebec’s Eastern 
Townships. 


The artist’s debut CD, Jorn 
Screen Door (1999), is called 
“Simply 
recorded, sparsely arranged and 


refreshing and original. 


seemingly uncomplicated in its 
delivery and writing, the album 
paints incredibly rich pictures,” 
says one reviewer. His second 
recording, Far End of Summer 
(2001), garnered national 
recognition and in 2002 
received a Juno for Best Roots 
and Traditional Album. 


Francey’s highly anticipated 
third CD, Skating Rink (2003), 
is described as a “superb 
collection of 13 magnificent 
songs.” Led by longtime musical 
partner Dave Clarke on guitar, 
“the sparse production—a little 
mandolin here, an accordion 


there, another guitar in the

Until his luck turned. Between

come home to the prairies? 


For the next 30 years, Freed 
toured, performed in clubs and 
at festivals, collaborated along the 
way with the likes of Jane Siberry 
and Colin James, and produced 
four recordings.

But that’s only one side of the 
man. Though born in New 
Westminster, BC, Freed is Métis, 
with family roots in the Red River 
Settlement. In 1993, he began 
conducting song-writing 
workshops with Native children 
in Northern Saskatchewan. 


“It seemed any time you heard 
about Northern youth there was 
always tragedy attached to it,” 

he says. “I’ve got them to express 
themselves and their cultures and 
brought out a positive story.” 

His projects inspired a CBC 
documentary and six song 
collections, including Our Very 
Own Songs, which was nominated 
for Best Children’s Recording by 
the 2001 Prairie Music Awards.

Who says this city doesn’t take 
care of its own? Not Edmonton’s 
Kelsey Fry. 


Instead, she explains that “lyrics 
from the heart and music from 
the soul” give local band Kelsey 
Fry and 4 Life its “unique and 
worldly” sound. 


Making her Edmonton Folk 
Music Festival debut this year, 16- 
year-old Fry doesn’t try to impose 
her vision alone. Instead, all the 
band members encourage each 
other to add that personal touch 
to each song. In this way they can 
incorporate a wide variety of 
ideas and styles into their 
performances. And all of the 
above means the band is a 
refreshing addition to the music 
scene. 


The lineup consists of Kelsey Fry 
herself (lead vocals, rhythm 
guitar and flute), Don Burbridge 
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Kelsey Fry & 4 Life 


(rhythm and lead guitar, 
percussion, backup vocals), 
Gord Oaks (drums, percussion), 
Browne Anderson (keys) and 
Neil Hennig (bass guitar). 


Though this will be the band’s 
first year “on the hill,” it’s far 
from an unknown quantity. 

In fact, there was an enthusiastic 
response from viewers when it 
was featured on A-Channel’s 
Big Breakfast Show. And it’s in 
demand for various local charity 





fundraisers, such as the Youth 
Emergency Shelter’s Grand 
Marshall’s Charity Ball.

You've heard of the Motown 
Sound? These guys invented it. 
During the 1960s, when 


songwriter Berry Gordy Jr. was 
assembling Motown, Detroit's first 
major record label, he needed 

a house band to back up new 
talent, such as Smokey Robinson, 
Marvin Gaye, Diana Ross and the 
Supremes, The Temptations and 
The Four Tops. He scoured local 
jazz clubs and rounded up one of 
the most prolific and influential 


bands in American popular music. 


They became known as The Funk 
Brothers. Although they never 
put out a record of their own, 
they’ve been called the greatest 
hit machine in history, having 
played on more number one hits 
than the Beatles, the Beach Boys, 
Elvis Presley and the Rolling 
Stones combined. 


They would roll out fresh, funky 
rhythms in the Motown studio 
by day then jam in the clubs at 
night. It was Alabama’s Shorty 
Long who, legend has it, coined 
their name. “Today,” he would 
announce, “we ain’t playin’ 
nuthin’ but Funk, Brothers!” 
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The Funk Brothers 


With the release last November 
of the acclaimed documentary 
Standing in the Shadows of Motown, 
some 14 years in the making, 

the Funk Brothers’ enormous 


guitarist Eddie Willis (69), 

and the eldest, keyboardist 

Joe Hunter (76). Joining them 
will be fellow Funks: Joe Messina 
(guitar), Bob Babbitt (bass) and

Barely in his 20s, Filippo 
Gambetta comes from a solid 
musical background. His father 
is Beppe Gambetta, the famed 
virtuoso guitarist, and he is a 
student of melodeon master 
Riccardo Tesi. Born in Genoa, 
Gambetta already has two highly 
acclaimed albums: Stria (1999) 
and Pria Goaea (2003). 


Despite his youth, he is “an 
absolute master of his instrument, 
the melodeon,” writes one critic. 
“Gambetta has a deep knowledge 
of European folk traditions, and 
Pria Goaea shows him to be not 
just another young hopeful on the 
ethnofolk scene but among the 
front rank of Italian musicians and 





composers. He sees the beauty 

of his roots, but he also hears the 
world in his music, and applies 
lessons from the Balkans, much of 
the Mediterranean and, of course, 
the modern sensibilities of jazz, 
classical and pop music.” 


In demand for guest spots on 
other albums, he also composes 
music for dance and theatre. 


There’s a haunting lyrical quality 
to Filippo Gambetta’s music. 

His original compositions have 

a sense of tradition, but also a 
contemporary feel, reminiscent 
of modern classical music. 
They're challenging yet enjoyable 
and melodic, without the 
inaccessibility of some modern 
sounds. It’s obvious he likes to 
mix things up and play around 
with sounds, traditions and 
cultural influences. Gambetta’s 
music will add to the magic on 
the hill this year. wa

Alt-country diva Mary Gauthier 
didn’t just steal her parents’ car 
once; she did it twice. Her first 
foray into parental grand theft 
auto happened when Gauthier 
(pronounced Go-Shay) was 15 
and looking for a place to fit in. 
That trip lasted three years. She 
came home after celebrating her 
18th birthday singing “Amazing 
Grace” with a born-again 
Christian in a Kansas City jail. 


Sometime later, Mary stole the 
car again, and this time she didn’t 
look back. Making it on her own 
was a struggle at times, and she 
did a bit of everything: studied 
philosophy for five years, opened 
up an award winning-restaurant 
in Boston, then sold the eatery 

to pursue music full time. 


Now, she’s released three albums: 
Dixie Kitchen, Drag Queens In 
Limousines and Filth & Fire. 

The experience of her lost years, 
her struggle with alcohol and her 
success with sobriety have found 
their way into many of her songs. 
“I see the human condition as 
always being on edge,” she once 
said. “I think it comes with 
knowing that every day could be 
the day it all comes to an end. It’s 
amazing to me that I’m still alive.” 


Gauthier’s celebration of those 
who take the hard road has 
attracted fans from around the 
world and stunning critical 
acclaim, from Rolling Stone, 
Billboard Magazine and many 
others. “While many of the songs 
are desperately bleak,” writes the 
London Daily Telegraph, “her 
moving lyrics and tender music 
reflect the humanity that exists 
among people society rejects.” 


After a summer of touring, 
including her stop at the 
Edmonton festival, Mary will 
head into the studio to record 
her fourth album. Expect a 
Spring 2004 release. wa

them have not been released. 


The youngest of seven children, 
she grew up in Maine with 

a mother who sang as she 

did housework and her 
grandmother’s family singing on 
the front porch at night. Although 
she acquired a fifty dollar guitar 
and began writing songs at the age 
of sixteen, Griffin gave little 
thought to a career as a musician. 


After living in Florida for nearly 
two years, she moved to Boston 
and married. While her husband 
encouraged her to perform, 
Griffin spent most of her time 

as a waitress. When her husband 
announced, in 1992, that he 
“didn’t want to be married 
anymore,” Griffin found herself 


on her own and began to perform 
in Boston area coffeehouses. 

She quickly attracted attention with 
her well-crafted songs and gutsy 
vocals. 100 Kisses is Patty Griffin’s 
first album, her third album and 
her fifth album. It’s her first for 
ATO Records; it’s her third 
commercially-released album, 
following Living With Ghosts (1996) 
and Flaming Red (1998); and it’s the 
fifth she’s recorded. 100 Kisses was 
also up for a Grammy this year. 
Though it didn’t win, it was a good 
contender. SA 


Nanci Griffith and The 
Blue Moon Orchestra 
United States 


Straddling the fine line between 
folk and country music, Nanci 
Griffith is equally well-known for 
her songwriting and for her 
beautiful voice.

The daughter of musical parents, 
she spent her childhood involved 
with theatre and literature as well 
as music. However, she began 
playing clubs around Austin at the 
age of 14, continued to perform 
during her college years at the 
University of Texas and while 
teaching kindergarten in the 
mid-’70s. 


That was a good 25 years ago, 
before she began her career 

in Nashville and introduced 

her special musical hybrid that 
Rolling Stone eventually dubbed 
“folkabilly.” Her breakout year was 
1986, when the country scene took 
her to heart. Her reputation as a 
quality songwriter grew through 
hit covers of her songs, by Kathy 
Mattea and Suzy Boggus. At the 
same time, her Last of the True 
Believers received the first of her 
five Grammy nominations—she 
won with Other Voices, Other Rooms 
in 1993. 


Griffith never really achieved 
recording success in the country 
genre, however, and she eventually 
left the Nashville scene to record in 
Los Angeles. Since then, her music 
has taken her across many musical 
borders, and she’s played on bills 
with everyone from Bob Dylan to 
Lyle Lovett and Steve Earle. sa

rise to the top of the U.S. music 
scene. 


In February, Jones’ debut disc, 
Come Away With Me, won an 
unprecedented eight Grammies, 
including Album of the Year and 
Best New Artist, earning her 
comparisons to heavyweights 
Billie Holiday and Nina Simone. 
A mixture of band originals and 
Hank Williams, Hoagy Carmichael 
and John Loudermilk covers, the 
disc swims with yearning romance 
and intimate, mournful insights, 
all delivered in Jones’ intense and 
sultry voice. 


The Grammies capped a banner 
year for the young performer. 
Entertainment Weekly named her 
one of the top 20 entertainers of 
2002. She’s appeared on The 
Tonight Show, Late Night with David 
Letterman and Saturday Night Live, 
and recently joined an all-star cast 
to celebrate Willie Nelson’s 70th 
birthday, a made-for-TV special 
which featured, among others, 
Ray Charles, Eric Clapton, Sheryl 
Crow, John Mellencamp and Lyle 
Lovett. 


Her CD has now sold more than 
10 million copies worldwide. 
Despite sudden stardom, 
however, critics say Jones is an 
unpretentious anomaly in an 
industry humming with spoiled 
pop divas.

Led Ka’apana 

United States 

The parties in Led Ka’apana’s 
hometown of Kalapana used 

to last for days. There was no 
electricity while he was growing 
up in the tiny village on the Big 
Island of Hawaii. No TV, barely 
any radio. Only music, music and 
more music. 


“You could go to any house and 

everybody was playing music,” he 
says. “[During the parties] people 
played in shifts, taking over when 
somebody went to bed. You'd fall

asleep to the music, wake up and 
the music was still playing. Even 
today, when I play, I still picture all 
the ‘ohana (family) getting 
together and sharing their songs 
and their aloha.” 


Naturally, Ka’apana, one of 
Hawaii’s most beloved traditional 
musicians, learned to play 
watching and listening to his 
elders. For several years he led the 
trio Hui ’Ohana. He provided 
vocals, slack key guitar, ukulele, 
autoharp, steel guitar and other 
plucked instruments; his twin 
brother Ned played bass; and a 
cousin, Dennis Pavao, vocals and 
rhythm guitar. For 15 albums and 
countless live shows, Hui Ohana 
maintained musical traditions. 


Later, Ka’apana formed another 
trio, I Kona, with six albums 
released to date. He also started 
appearing solo, expanding his 
horizons and the boundaries 

of traditional Hawaiian music. 
In 1998, he went to Nashville 

to work on Waltz of the Wind, 
featuring the likes of Ricky 
Skaggs, Jerry Douglas, Alison 
Krauss and members of her band. 


“T’'ve always listened to country, 
jazz, Latin music, even rock,” 

he says. “Sometimes back in 
Kalapana, I'd sneak a little into 
the Hawaiian music, but nobody 
ever stopped me. They just said 
to play what you feel and play 
with aloha.” wa

James Keelaghan was an avid 
follower of music and theatre as 
he grew up in Western Canada, 
and he studied history at the 
University of Calgary. Music won 
out; however, history would be a 
catalyst for his songwriting. He’s a 
songwriter-guitarist-storyteller in 
the truest sense, a folk musician 
who’s given his strong tenor to 
recording the life and times of 
the people and the land. 


The ballads on Keelaghan’s 1987 
debut, Timelines, captured 
Canadian historical events, such 
as World War II and the building 
of the Canadian Pacific Railroad. 
Three years later, he issued Small 
Rebellions, which featured a long- 
time favourite, “Red River Rising.” 
But it was My Skies, in 1993, that 
won a Juno award for Best Roots 
Traditional Recording and was 
recognized by the Alberta 
Recording Industry Association. 


Keelaghan earned a second Juno 
nomination for A Recent Future, 
his fourth album, in 1995. 

In 1997, he and Latin guitarist 
Oscar Lopez recorded Compadyes, 
a Latin-Celtic fusion style they 
called “Celtino.” This too earned 
a Juno nomination, for Best 
Roots Tradional Recording. 


Keelaghan considers Road (1999) 
his most personal album, and last 
year’s album, Home, follows in its 
footsteps. SA

Paul Kelly 


Australia 


Considered one of the most 
international singer-songwriters 
working today, Paul Kelly has 
assembled over three decades 
an enviable catalogue of material. 
Inspired initially by Bob Dylan, 
Hank Williams and Lou Reed, 
his narrative songwriting style is 
infused with wry observations, 
bittersweet emotions, and hard- 
hitting social and political 
commentary. 


Kelly’s professional career began 
in Melbourne with the R&B band 
The High Rise Bombers. Soon 
after, he formed The Dots, 
scoring a national Top 40 hit in 
the early ’80s. Eventually The 
Dots became The Coloured Girls 
(a reference to Lou Reed’s “Walk 
on the Wild Side”) and then The 
Messengers. With them he 
recorded the classic Australian 
rock album Gossip (1987), which 
introduced him to American 
audiences. 


On the solo front, Kelly’s 
defining debut, Post, is a haunted 
offering of sparse acoustic songs 





recorded in 1984 over two weeks 
and on a shoestring budget. 

His second studio solo album, 
Wanted Man, came in 1994. It was 
followed up with Deeper Water 
(1995), Live at Continental and 
Esplanade (1996), the triple 
platinum greatest hits CD Songs 
From the South (1997) and Words 
and Music (1998). Along the way, 
Kelly was inducted into the 
Australian Recording Industry 
Association’s Hall of Fame and 
was named ARIA’s 1997 Male 
Artist of the Year. 


In 1999, Kelly delivered two very 
different albums, the bluegrass 
CD Smoke with Uncle Billand the 
technology-infused Professor 
Ratbaggy. His latest recording, 
Nothing But A Dream (2002), is 
said to be “a celebration ... of life, 
of love and of Kelly’s unique 
lyrical and performing talent.” RK

Daniel Lanois 


Ontario 


A conversation about Hull, 
Quebec’s Daniel Lanois usually 
begins with the musical alchemy 
he has conjured up for others. 
His résumé as a producer 
includes work with U2, Peter 
Gabriel, Emmylou Harris, Bob 
Dylan, Willie Nelson, Brian Eno, 
the Neville Brothers and Ron 
Sexsmith. But, thankfully, in 
nearly three decades of nurturing 
this musical wellspring, the 
multiple Grammy and Juno-award 
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winner has saved some inspiration 
for himself. 


His 1989 debut, Acadie, was a 
haunting, mystical tribute to 

his Quebecois folk roots and 
included Aaron Neville’s yearning 
vocals on “The Maker.” His 
second recording, For the Beauty of 
Wynona (1993), was more electric 
and layered through with beats 
and guitars. But it lacked none of 
Lanois’ evocative lyrics, inspired 
in part by the sometimes bleak 
streets of L.A., his adopted home. 


In April, after rediscovering his 
first love, the pedal steel guitar, he 
released his long-awaited third 
CD, Shine, a collection ranging 
from trippy, cinematic 
soundscapes to melodic pop 
ballads. Recorded in Mexico and 
Dublin during a year-long 
production sabbatical, the songs 
include vocals from Emmylou 
Harris and Bono, and transport 
listeners to San Juan and 


Los Angeles, to front porches, 
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street corners and into the 
human soul, the nesting place for 
both motivation and anguish. 


During his keynote address at this 
year’s South by Southwest Festival, 
Lanois said original music comes 
from plumbing the silence, 
mastering the gadgets, exploring 
the beauty and recognizing the 
moment—a process he calls “soul 
mining.” That must be where he 
finds all that gold. LG

Janiva Magness 
United States 


At the turn of the millennium, 

on Jan. 1, 2000, Janiva Magness 
was doing double duty. Just prior 
to her New Year’s Eve gig with her 
highly acclaimed West Coast 
Blues Band, she was on stage, 
appearing as a lead character in 
the L.A. version of the Broadway 
Hit /t Ain't Nothing But the Blues.

For weeks, she had been holding 
down both jobs and bringing 
audiences to their feet night after 
night. “From start to finish, she’s 
a singer who comes off as sexy 
and smart without ever over- 
singing or resorting to red-hot 
mama tripe,” wrote Southland 
Blues Magazine. 


Although she and her songwriter 
husband, Jeff Turme, live in L.A. 
Magness hails from Motown 
(Detroit, Michigan), a city that’s 
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produced other blues greats, 
such as Aretha Franklin, Jackie 
Wilson, Della Reese and Etta 
James. In fact, Magness has been 
compared to Etta James and 
Billie Holiday, and counts those 
two as seminal influences. At the 
same time, she feels she’s earned 
the right to sing the blues the way 
she wants. 


“T think you have to have been 
through some pretty hard times 
to understand the blues, to 
emote and feel it... ?’ma 
survivor, just like the rest of us,” 
she says. “To me the blues is 
about getting through hardships 
and getting to the other side.” 


And the blues world has taken 
notice. Among her many awards 
Magness has received the B.B. 
King Award for Musical 
Excellence and the Jim Croce 
Award for Outstanding 
Achievement in Rhythm and 
Blues. 
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In addition to her two CDs, My 
Bad Luck Soul (1999) and Blues 
Ain‘ Pretty (2001), on Blues Leaf 
Records, Magness collaborated 
with Jeff Turmes on the Fat Head 
Records release Jt Takes One to 
Know One (1997). She has worked 
with other artists as well, such as 
Kid Ramos, Catfish Hodge, Neal 
Casel and Deacon Jones. RK & WA

Taj Mahal & The Trio 


United States 


Rolling Stone once wrote, “Taj 
Mahal’s remarkable voice ranges 
from gruff and gravelly to smooth 
and sultry, and his music remains 
a well-seasoned gumbo, spiced 
with influences [from] the 
Caribbean, West Africa, the 
southern states and the inner 
cities of America. . .” 


Of himself, Mahal says, “My 
perspective is cultural and world- 
based . . . Even in the early days 
when nobody knew me, they’d go, 





“Well that album is perfect, but 
what was that calypso song doing 
on there?’ .. . I relate to these 


traditions that I feel are connected 
through family, extended family.” 


Mahal’s family encompasses the 
great African-American musical 
traditions—blues, folk, reggae, 
R&B, zydeco, gospel and jazz. 
He’s also connected with earlier 
roots and in the summer of 1999 
was the only American onstage 


with a touring Afro-pop festival. 
Said Mahal, “I’m the oldest 
member of Africa Féte, but I’m 
playing the youngest music.” 


It all started in Harlem. Later 
moving to Massachusetts, Henry 
Saint Clair Fredericks, the oldest 
of nine children, remembers a 
home filled with music. His 
mother was a gospel-singing 
schoolteacher and his father a 
West Indian composer, arranger, 
avid jazz fan and supporter of the 
“Back to Africa” movement. 


Though his father opted for a 
factory job and was killed when 
Mahal was 11, he would be proud 
of the road his famous son has 
taken. In close to 40 years in the 
music business, Taj Mahal has 
built bridges with many traditions 
and produced a whole raft of 
recordings. The latest is Hanapepe 
Dream, with the Hula Blues, 
launched in June 2003. Ak

Harry Manx and the 
Urban Turban

East meets West in the person of 
Harry Manx, who’s brought the 
sounds of India to the blues. 

He combines lap-slide guitar and 
the blues with the mohan veena 

(a 20-string member of the guitar 
family created and named by 
Indian musical guru Vishwa 
Mohan Bhatt). Add his own 
distinctive vocals, and Manx 
creates a new musical experience. 


His first Canadian CD, entitled 
Dog My Cat (2001), was welcomed 
by rave reviews nationally and 
won an “Indie” award for Blues 
Album of the Year at Canadian 
Music Week. 


Born on the Isle of Man, Manx 
immigrated to Canada as a child. 
In the mid-’70s, he travelled to 
Europe and spent the following 
10 years honing his guitar skills 
in cafes and bars. This provided 
the foundation for his later 
musical experimentation. By the 
mid-’80s, Manx was touring 
regularly in Japan and had lived 
for several months in India. 


During his stay in Japan, he 
became aware of the legendary 
Indian slide guitarist Bhatt, 
considered a master of his 
instrument. Manx was so moved 
by the musician’s work he 
contacted Bhatt and arranged 
to join him in India. He studied 
with the musician for five years; 
the two also travelled together, 
performing in front of large 


audiences. Manx played the 
tambura, a four-stringed plucked 
instrument used to provide a 
drone. Bhatt would not allow him 
to play the mohan veena live at the 
time, as he was still a student. 
Years later, having successfully 
mastered this complex 
instrument, Manx now 
incorporates it into his own shows. 


In the spring of 2000, Harry Manx 
moved back to Canada and is 

now based on Salt Spring Island, 
British Columbia. 


In Edmonton he will perform 
as The Urban Turban with Niel 
Golden, tabla, and Wyn Gogol, 
keyboards. sa

Portugal 


Fado isn’t just music, it’s poetry 
of longing, of sadness, of love 
unrequited. It’s theatre, with each 
line becoming a small drama. 
One doesn’t just play or sing fado, 
the traditional music of Portugal; 
one feels. One opens up his or 
her soul and shares it with the 
world. Mozambique-born Mariza 
is the crown princess of fado. 

Tall and soulful, with a huge dark 
voice, Mariza has left critics and 
artists spellbound. 


“Mariza is an adorable 
extraterrestrial being,” exclaimed 
Nuno Nazarth Fernandes, one of 
Portugal’s greatest composers. 
“Someone sent by the Great 
Creator to reinvent the Fado.” 


Mariza, who has lived in Portugal 
since she was a baby, started 
participating in traditional 

Fado evenings when she was six. 
“I grew up in a very traditional 
neighbourhood,” she told the 
BBC. “On every corner, on every 
street, the way of living is Fado, 
so I grew up listening to Fado 
everywhere.” 


Her parents owned a restaurant, 
so she sang for their customers. 
Soul and jazz attracted her as a

teenager, but fado was always part 
of her repertoire. A producer 
heard her sing, and convinced 
her to record an entire album 

of fado songs, Fado em Mim. 

The rest is history. 


Mariza received Portugal’s Voice 
of Fado award in 2000 and was 
named Best European Artist and 
Best New Artist by the BBC. Her 
shows in Europe and North 
America have stunned audiences, 
especially when she discards her 
microphone, allowing her true 
voice to mesmerize. 


“When Mariza sings, time stands 
still,” says one critic. “When she 
pauses for dramatic effect, we are 
all with her, caught in her trap.” 
WA 


Tony McManus 


Scotland 


When he was younger, Tony 
McManus faced a choice: finish 
his Ph.D. in mathematics or focus 
completely on his career as a 
guitarist. Whether or not it was an 
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easy decision, in hindsight the 
choice seems obvious. Tony 
McManus may have become 

a pretty good mathematician, 
but he's probably happier as 
“one of the world’s greatest 
and most innovative guitarists,” 
as one critic put it. Ask anyone 
connected to the guitar world, 
and they'll say the 38-year-old 
Scotsman is one of the best. 


Teacher and performer, sideman 
and soloist, McManus fuses 
blinding technique with a deep 
love of traditional music, 
bridging the gaps between Celtic, 
Gaelic and other guitar genres. 
He’s fiendishly dexterous, 

with an uncanny ability to 
transpose complex bagpipe 

and fiddle tunes onto his guitar. 
To McManus, the instrument is 
the focus, not the source of the 
music. “I’m just getting to hear 
more and more music from a 


wider range of sources,” he says, 
“so I can bring more influences 
to bear on the same wonderful 
material.” 


Born near Glasgow in 1965, 

Tony McManus first picked up the 
fiddle, whistle and mandolin 
before settling on the guitar at 
age 10. Everything he learned was 
selftaught, and by the time he 
became a soloist in his own right, 
he had been featured on over 

50 albums by other artists. His first 
solo album was released in 1996 
and floored critics and guitar fans 
around the world. His version of 
“Wonderful World,” is still one of 
his most requested numbers. 

His most recent album, Ceol More, 
topped the annual critics poll 
from Acoustic Guitar Magazine. 
Tony McManus: breathtaking and 
groundbreaking. wA

Mortal Coil : 
Performance Society 


British Columbia 


Last year, as every year, children 
flocked around the three women 
who transformed into Mortal 
Coil. Each year the performers 
arrive highly recommended, and 
they never disappoint. Imagine— 
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artists clothed in wildly coloured 
costumes, dancing metres above 
the ground. 


“Hands down, the most bizarre, 
bewitching and wildly creative 
performance of the day. . .” 
quoth venerable Georgia Straight 
of Vancouver, home of these 
multidisciplinary women. 

Their art form is a combination of 
stilt dance, African dance, singing 
and acting. Choreographed 
performances last up to 15 
minutes and include “Kakilambe,” 
a high energy African-inspired 
number using intricate 
choreography; “The Muses,” 
which features Erato (erotic love 
poetry), Tenpsichore (dance and 
music), Clio (history) and Urania 
(astronomy), who perform 
ancient dances; and the self- 
explanatory “Carnival/Disco 
Queens.” 


The Society began in 1990; since 
then, Mortal Coil has performed 
at many large scale celebrations, 
such as the Frostbite Music 
Festival in Whitehorse, Yukon, 
the Vancouver Folk Music 
Festival, Public Dreams’ 
Illuminares, Vancouver’s Women 
in View Festival and children’s 
festivals across Canada. 


Sharon Bayly, Carrie Nimmo, and 
Denise Galay are the prancing 
artists. Their backgrounds and 
training are varied, with 
experience ranging from the 
Royal Winnipeg Ballet to the 
Ochiemi West African Drum & 
Dance Ensemble of Seattle. sa 


Dale Nikkel 
Alberta 


Edmonton singer-songwriter 
Dale Nikkel likes it when his 
audience falls asleep. At least this 
is true of one specific audience. 
With a new daughter in his life 
in the past year, Nikkel uses his 
songs, old and new, as lullaby 
material. “It sure is nice to have 
an attentive audience to my 
songs in the night,” he says in

his latest online newsletter. 
“Even though she falls asleep 
while I’m singing.” 


Asa rule, Nikkel’s music is 
anything but sleep inducing. 

His singing style may be soothing, 
but he’s a naturally-gifted 
songwriter and storyteller in the 
folk-pop style. His second album, 
Still Learning Tricks, received 
three Prairie Music Award 
nominations, including one for 
Outstanding Roots Recording, 
and another for the prestigious 
SOCAN Outstanding Songwriter 
Award, with major stars such as 
Nickelback and Remy Shand as 
his competition. 


According to David Ward 
of CKUA, Still Learning Tricks 
“set a new standard for prairie 


folk-pop,” and not just musically. 
The 1 1-song disc is a collaborative 
effort between Nikkel and 
Winnipeg painter Patrick Neufeld. 
Throughout the year-and-a-half 
recording process, Nikkel sent 
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songs to Neufeld, who created 13 
two-foot by two-foot oil paintings 
inspired by the music. 


“I can’t say I understood all the 
paintings the first time, but after 
hearing the explanations from 
Patrick, it worked,” Nikkel says.

No Guff 
Alberta 


Remember the old days of 
vaudeville? Those times when 
everybody loved the banjo and 
the ukulele? When singers 
bantered with the crowd and the 
music was a mixed brew, a 
concoction of jazz, front porch 
blues and moonshine? 
Remember those days? 


Probably not, because those days 
were long ago, but Calgary duo 
No Guff is trying to recapture 
those old time days. No Guff is 

a partnership between bluesman 
John Rutherford and rockabilly 
and roots guitarist Dan Tapanila. 


Rutherford was the house band 
guitarist for the King Eddie Hotel, 
Calgary’s legendary blues club, 
and worked for two years in the 
Ronnie Hayward Trio. Tapanila is 
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a veteran of the Vancouver scene, 
a member of the Rhythm Pals 
for a decade and a sideman with 
Danny Mack. He also toured with 
country legend Wilf Carter. 


Together as No Guff, Rutherford 
and Tapanila have taken their love 
of vintage instruments and music 
to create their own sound. Using 
1950s Martin small body guitars 
and a rare 1930s banjo-ukulele, No 
Guff likes sparse instrumentation in 
a quirky blues/roots groove. There 
must be something in the group’s 
sound because it’s debut album, 
They're Red Hot, entered the CKUA 
top 15 charts at Number 4. And in 
the weeks and months following, 
No Guff has opened for the likes of 
Charlie Musselwhite, Omar and the 
Howlers, Stephen Fearing and 
Harry Manx. You might not 
remember those old vaudevillian 
days and the great mix of jazz/ 
blues of the time, but at least you’ve 
got No Guff to remind you. wa

Pape And Cheikh became 
Senegalese superstars after the 
election and later attracted the 
attention of Real World Records. 


While holding firm to the musical 
traditions of Serer, their home 
region, Papa and Cheikh cite 
Bob Dylan, Cat Stevens and Joan 
Armatrading as prime influences. 
They also mention Bob Marley, 
Pink Floyd, Deep Purple and 
fellow Senegalese musician 
Youssour N’Dour in this eclectic 
list. The two were friends since 
they were eight. Fall was a tailor 
working on a batik printing 
project, and Coulibaly was a 
disillusioned law student when 
they began their studies of Serer 
musical traditions. 


Their newest album, Mariama, 
is a reworking of new songs and 
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modern mixed with traditional— 
funky yet yearning with melody.

The anthemic title track 
could do for Pape and Cheikh 
what ‘Blowin’ in the Wind’ did 
for Dylan.”

Mike Plume 

Alberta 

He’s a travellin’ kind of a guy. 
Born in Moncton, New 
Brunswick, in the late ’60s, Mike 
Plume was intent on playing 
professional hockey. But in 
March of 1985 he bought his first 
guitar. He then moved to 
Bonnyville, Alberta, where he 
played some hockey (and 
football); more important, 

he played his guitar. Within a 
couple of years he was playing 
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Mike Plume 


in rock and roll bands and, 
from 1987 through 1993, touring 
western Canada. 


“But for the most part, I just 
roamed around with my guitar 
and learned a truck load of 
songs,” he says. “And I was slowly 
becoming confident as a 
songwriter.” 


The experience was worthwhile; 
in 1993, he recorded his first 
album, in Texas. Since then, he 
says, he’s “gone through at least 
20 guitars, a ton of miles, a boat 
load of shows, a handful of 
records and more fun, laughs 
and friends than anyone should 
be allowed ... so there.” 
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Plume is a roots-based musician. 
Now—with his wife, Jenny, and 
their Dalmatian, Lucy—he divides 
the bulk of his time between 
Edmonton and Nashville. sa

Tom Russell 
United States 


One of the most critically 
acclaimed singersongwriters in 
roots-Americana-folk-country 
music, Texas-based artist Tom 
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Russell has created a timeless body 
of work in a series of albums that 
dates back to the 1970s. Growing up 
on a ranch in Southern California, 
Russell was raised on the cowboy 
music of the American West, and 
this early influence continues to 
surface in much of his material. 


During his prolific career, Russell 
has penned a diverse collection of 
songs, which have opened the door 
to many musical collaborations. 
The cock-fighting classic “Gallo Del 
Cielo” was recorded by Ian Tyson, 
leading to a songwriting and 
performing relationship that 
includes “Navajo Rug”—the 1987 
CMA single of the year recorded by 
Jerry Jeff Walker. 


Russell also wrote and produced 
albums for Sylvia Tyson and 
co-wrote many songs, including the 
well-known and widely-covered 
“Walkin’ On The Moon,” with Katy 
Moffat, and the award-winning 
“Outbound Plane,” with Nanci 





Griffith—which became one of 
the most performed radio songs 
of 1993 when Suzy Bogguss’ 
recording hit Top Ten. 


Russell’s release The Man From God 
Knows Where (1999), a masterful 
folk opera about the immigrant 
experience in America, is based 
on his own family history. The 
concept album eight years in the 
making has been referred to by 
Rolling Stone as “... a record as 
close to a Homeric treatment of 
American history as we’re ever 
likely to see.” His follow up, 
Borderland (2001), was praised by 
Billboard—who called Russell a 
major talent and ranked the 
album among his finest work. 


Russell’s latest CD, Modern Art 
(2003), features three duets with 
Nanci Griffith and is full of songs 
that speak from his subjects’ life 
experiences. RK

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As a performer, he appears on 
over 75 albums and has worked 
with American songwriting 
legends Jimmy Webb and Barry 
Mann, as well as with Canadian 
groups Quartette and Great 
Big Sea. Schroer leads his own 
funky world beat group Stewed 
Tomatoes and has appeared 
with other top folk and jazz acts 
as well. 


This year, however, he’s coming 
as a solo act—a rare treat, 

since his solo material has been 
described as “a passionate and 
soulful intersection of traditional 
airs, Bach partitas and swampy 
bayou blues.” Incidentally, all of 
these elements are captured 

in O2, his new double CD of 
original unaccompanied solo 
violin pieces. 


The critics outdo themselves 
waxing poetic in their attempts 
to pin down the essence of 
Schroer.

Ricky Skaggs and 
Kentucky Thunder 
United States 

In life, things sometimes come 
full circle. That’s the story of 
Ricky Skaggs. Considered a 
master of one of America’s most 
demanding art forms by his early 
20s, Skaggs has had a prolific 
recording career. This has taken 
him from popularity and success 
in mainstream country music 

to where it all began more than 
three decades ago—bluegrass 
music. 


Skaggs and his friend the late 
country singer Keith Whitley 
entered the world of professional 
music in the early ’70s, when they 
were invited to join the band of 
bluegrass pioneer Ralph Stanley. 
Skaggs soon turned his attention 
to country music, first as a 
member of Emmylou Harris’ 

Hot Band and later, (with his solo 
debut Sweet Temptation,) as an 
artist in his own right. 


The album led to a recording 
contract with Epic Records in ’81 
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Ricky Skaggs 


and the release of Waitin’ for the 
Sun to Shine later that year. 
Throughout the decade, 

Skaggs was a major artistic and 
commercial force within country 
music, racking up a string of 
Top Ten hits and Grammy-award 
winning albums. He also became 
the youngest member of the 
Grand Ole Opry. 


Skaggs continued to perform 
concerts and festivals frequently in 
the 90s, and his syndicated radio 
program, The Simple Life, hit the 
airwaves in ’94. The following year, 
he returned to recording with 
Solid Ground, followed by Life Is a 
Journey (1997). Next came four 
consecutive classics—the Grammy- 
winning Bluegrass Rules! (1997), 
Ancient Tones and Soldier of the Cross 
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(1999), and the Grammy- Slainte Mhath their personal energy and 
nominated Big Mon (2000).

Having released four traditional 
Celtic albums since their 
emergence six years ago, the 
internationally renowned, multi- 
instrumental members of Solas 
decided for their latest CD to pay 
tribute to their Irish roots by 
digging them up and putting 
them in new soil. The result, 
2002’s The Edge of Silence, is a

moody, cinematic concoction 
with a Celtic base and branches 
of blues, alternative rock and pop 
music, including creative covers 
of Bob Dylan’s “Dignity,” Tom 
Waits’ “Georgia Lee” and Nick

The Boston Globe once called Solas 
“the best Irish traditional band 

in the world,” which means high 
expectations but ones the band, 
led by young prodigy Seamus 
Egan, seems to meet with ease. 


Egan, whose 1990 solo project 
became the musical score for 
The Brothers McMullen—including 
the hit song “I Will Remember 
You,” which he co-wrote with 
Sarah McLachlan—has been 
playing roots music since he was 
a boy growing up in Philadelphia 
and Ireland. Add Winifred Horan 
on fiddle, Mick McAuley on 
accordions and whistle, Donal 
Clancy on guitar and bouzouki 
and the powerful lead vocals of 
Ireland’s Deirdre Scanlan and 
you have what critics have called 
a true super group.

Davy will be joined on fiddle 

by an excellent fiddler, Kevin 
Glackin. Those who think you’ve 
never heard Davy Spillane, 
chances are you’re mistaken. 
Dublin-born Spillane, a virtuoso 
on the uilleann pipes and low 
whistles—which he makes in his 


own workshop—has played with 
countless musicians, including 
Van Morrison, Kate Bush, Steve 
Winwood, Chris Rea, Sinead 
O’Connor, Enya, Elvis Costello 
and Peter Gabriel’s assembled 
Afro Celts. 


A one-time member of Ireland’s 
influential Moving Hearts, the 
Grammy award-winning Spillane 
has been a solo piper for the most 
part since 1988, playing on movie 
soundtracks such as Wuthering 
Heights, Rob Roy and the epic 
Michael Collins and lending his 
boundless talents to Riverdance. 


Like the bassoon, oboe and 
clarinet, the uilleann (or Irish) 
pipes belong to the woodwind 
family. Spillane has been playing 
them since he was a teenager. 
Coming of age in 1970s Ireland, 
he was influenced by pop, folk 
and rock music and incorporated 
those contemporary sounds into a 
very traditional instrument, later 
earning a reputation as a maverick 
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player. But, in an interview with 
National Public Radio more than 
10 years ago, he said he was most 
influenced by the passion and fire 
of travelling gypsy players. 


Spillane has released seven solo 
albums, and, in 2000, he launched 
his own record label, Burrenstone 
Records, through which he hopes 
to continue crafting music. LG

A beloved mainstay of the pubs 
and clubs of Edmonton, singer- 
songwriter Ben Sures has been 
delighting audiences for nearly 
a decade with his impeccable 
songwriting, accomplished 
finger-picking and witty stories.

A commissioned artist for 
CBC Winnipeg’s afternoon show, 
Sures also made a name for 
himself as the droll and 
memorable host of the 2001 
Prairie Music Week Industry 
Awards.

After over 35 years of performing, 
Djelimady Tounkara is known as 
the “guitarhero” of modern 
Malian music. He has just been 
named the winner of the BBC3’s 
World Music Award for Africa, 
surpassing such distinguished 
competition as Baaba Maal, 
Habib Koite and Rokia Traore. 
Born in Kita, in the heart of the 
Malinke, cradle of the great 
dynasties of griofs—musicians, 
poets, heralds and guardians 

of the great history of Mali— 
Djelimady Tounkara was taught 
by both masters and peers. 

At ease with the majority of 
traditional instruments, he 
learned to play as a child (balafon, 
kora, ngoni...), he discovered 

a passion for the guitar and 
soon started accompanying the 
griots at weddings, baptisms and 


circumcision ceremonies. 


Djelimady Tounkara 
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As with many of his 
contemporaries, he discovered 
Cuban music, American rock 
and blues and French variety. 
Cuban bands were particularly 
successful throughout Western 
Africa, and Tounkara picked up 
on the sounds and rhythms of 
the guitar and “tres” players that 
he heard on national radio. 


He was not one of the founding 
members of the Super Rail Band, 
but he joined them as a 
youngster at the start of the 

°70s and has been with them 
ever since. His style, panache, 
colour, and sense of rhythm, 
along with his ability to 
improvise, have contributed 
greatly to the success of this 
legendary band. Keeping well 
clear of clichés and easy options, 
Tounkara plays like no one else. 
Either on the electric guitar with 
the Rail Band—which he now

last year, Verchuosity. The 24-year- 
old firebrand fiddler and 
stepdancer from Pembroke, 
Ontario, has, in her short but 
impressive career, earned a 
staggering 400 awards for 
fiddling, including Canadian 
Grand Masters Fiddle Champion 
(1997) and Canadian Open 
Fiddle Champion (1998). 

She deserves the title of virtuoso 
and comparisons to Cape Breton 
fiddler Natalie MacMaster. 


Verchuosity is a blend of traditional 
Celtic, bluegrass and Appalachian 
music which strays into 
unconventional areas, such as 
samba, Brazilian jazz, western 
swing and even some Gypsy- 
Klezmer melodies. And while she 
seems to enjoy interpreting the 
music of others, she also writes 
her own compositions. Verchuosity 
includes a medley she wrote as a 
tribute to Graham and Eleanor 
Townsend, whom she calls her 
true fiddle heroes. 
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Verch, who got her first fiddle on 
her sixth birthday, studied violin 
at Berklee College of Music in 
Boston under the tutelage of 
Matt Glaser and Darol Anger. 
Now she does the teaching, 
leading as many fiddle workshops 
and camps across North America 
as her punishing performance 
schedule allows.

He is a recent 
winner of Definitely Not The Opera's 
Big Break contest and was a 
finalist in CBC TV’s Great 
Canadian Music Dream. Bottom 
Dollar, chosen by Billboard 
Magazine's music critic Larry 
LeBlanc as one of his Top Ten 
Albums of 2002, was also 
nominated for Chart Magazine's 
2002 Golden Toque Award for 
Best Canadian Album.

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Sitting on Gold: 


This year’s Golden Tarp winner

As Marilyn Bianchini proved last 
year, two bucks can buy you gold. 
The Edmonton entrepreneur,

Bianchini has attended the 
Edmonton Folk Music Festival

As winner of the Golden Tarp, 
Bianchini gets first dibs on tarp 
location every day; plus she gets 
two free weekend passes and 

20 free performer CDs. Now she 
just has to figure out how to 
accommodate eight sisters, four 
brothers and an army of friends 
on one tarp. Some kind of 
rotating schedule will likely be 
applied. “I’m going to be so 
spoiled. I love it. What a great 
treat,” she added.

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View from the hill 


In a world full of turmoil and change, 
my hope is that “the folkfest” has 
become a bit of an oasis for you—an 
annual four day pause, where you 
can replenish your spirits with great 
music and community, where you 
can enjoy all the very best a very 
fortunate land, Canada, can offer. 


It has been another good year for the 
festival. We continue to present year- 
round concerts by some of the finest 
artists around—Ladysmith Black 
Mambazo at the Winspear 

on September 29th, for instance. 

We enjoy very low staff and volunteer 
turnover rates. We own or can afford 
to rent all we need to put on the 
festival. The federal government has 
greatly strengthened its support; 

an advance sellout has taken away any 
weather-related financial worries and, 
to top it off, the Canadian dollar is 
finally out of the doldrums. 


The good news for folk music in 
Alberta does not start or end at the 
gates to Gallagher Park. There are 
now many folk and roots festivals 
thriving throughout Alberta. Our 
radio support is second to none, with 
CBC and CJSR continuing to play 
folk music and CKUA, beating the 
odds, thriving in its 75th anniversary 
year. There are concerts galore at the 
Jubilee, Winspear, Myer Horowitz, 
Horizon Stage, Festival Place and 
Arden concert halls, and our folk 
clubs are pulling in big audiences. 
To top this off, we have Canada’s folk 
magazine Penquin Eggs, published 
in Edmonton. It is as good as any folk 
music magazine in the world and is 
available at the Record Tent right 
now. It is a great read, and this is the 
perfect weekend to check it out.

Our survey last year confirmed 
many of my assumptions with 
regard to artists, site, format etc. 
Somewhat surprisingly, about 75 per 


_ cent of respondents did not want 


any major change in our smoking 
policy, so we will continue to 
monitor the amount of space given 
to the “non-smoking area.” 


There are no major changes this 
year, just a few fine tunings; e.g. 
Stage 7 becomes a non-smoking 
area, and Main Stage will start at 
9:10 p.m. on Friday night. 


Main Stage 

And now it is time for a more literal 
“view from the hill.” In the past 

15 years, our artist lineup has grown 
from 50 to almost 70 artists. 
However, due to the swap of three 
hours of Main Stage for sessions 

on Friday and the desire for longer 
sets on Main Stage, the number 

of spots has decreased from 27 

to 20 this year. That means the 
artist choices have been even more 
difficult than in past years. This is 
roughly how it works. 


There are artists who have played 
Main Stage in the past and will 
again, so it is clearly not a matter 
of talent. As always, there must be 
room for newcomers—10 of the 
20 artists are making their EFMF 
Main Stage debut. 


Sometimes it is about timing. By the 
time we confirmed Pape and Cheikh 
and Djelimady Tounkara, the main 
stage was full. And sometimes it 
comes down to hard choices, with 
The Bill Hilly Band, Dan Bern and 
many others who would be great 

on the bigger stage. The point is, 
many of the best concerts will be 

on Stages 1-7. 


Edmonton is known in the folk 
festival world as a “lively” festival that 
pushes musical boundaries as well as 
plays host to extravagant main stage 
sets. Large bands, such as Valle Son 
and Bembeya Jazz, will play 
alongside R and B greats The Funk 
Brothers, Solomon Burke etc. 

I want us also to be known as a 
“listening” festival, and we are at all 
the sessions, but have not always 
been for some Main Stage sets. 

So let’s see if we can “reduce the 
chat levels” when quieter artists are 
on stage. If we can manage that... 
we will have the perfect folk festival. 


It’s always a bit baffling to me that 
this whole festival comes together 
every year. The coordination of 
embassies, airlines, managers, 
agents, sponsors, funders, 
communities, services etc. is one 
thing, but upon entering a fully 
functioning site each year I am also 
in awe of our volunteers. I have 
been lucky to serve several different 
boards over the past 15 years, and 
collectively they have produced an 
excellent set of festival policies and 
supported the gamble to become 
bigger and, hopefully, better. 

Once again our core staff is back, 
and I believe you can tell. 


There are also my family, friends 
and colleagues, whose support and 
advice have been invaluable over the 
years. I want to thank you all. I also 
want to thank you, our patrons; your 
support is the yardstick for Canadian 
folk festivals. 


It remains an honour and a pleasure 
for us to be able to bring this festival 
to fruition each year, and I wish you 
all a weekend full of great music and 
magical moments. Slainte.
